w as sufficient am m unition aboard the 
K niaz Potem kine to have enabled the 
m utineers to m ake a d esperate re sist­ 
ance. 
It is stated th at during the last 
few days the vessel w as navigated by 
tw o engineers and an officer w ith re ­ 
volvers a t th eir heads. 
All of the sailors wished to su rren d er 
w ith the exception of M atuschenko, 
leader of the m utiny, who resisted for 
some tim e and w anted to blow- up the 
ship. 
Seven officers w ere prisoners 
aboard the K niaz Potem kine. 
They 
w ere in a pitiable condition from 111 
treatm en t. 
They declare th a t M atu­ 
schenko him self killed ten officers of 
the ship. All the papers and books be­ 
longing to the vessel w ere destroyed. 
It ap p ears th a t the decision to su r­ 
render the K niaz Potem kine w as m ade 
w hen it becam e evident th a t no other 
vessel would join in the m utiny.

crew of the battlesh ip seem ed to be u n ­ 
aw are of the su rren d er of the George 
Pobiedonosatz and expected th a t she 
w as also com ing to K ustenji to c a p it­ 
ulate to R oum anla.

New Turk, July IO.—Two persona 
w ere shot. one probably fatally, In a 
fight betw een m obs of w hites and n e ­ 
groes in W est S ixteenth stre e t S u n ­ 
day. 
The trouole began when H enry 
H art, a negro, w as attacked In tho 
stre et by a num ber of w hite youths, 
w ho accused him w ith Interfering w ith 
a ball game. 
H a rt fled, pursued by a 
m obe of w hites, hurling stones and 
other m issiles, and reached the tene­ 
m ent house In which he lived. 
He got 
a revolver, while his pursuers m ade e f­ 
forts to break Into the building. 
Hart 
began firing, one of his shots striking 
Jam es Hunter. 
Policeman John Loye 
ran Into the house and arrested Hart 
after the latter had fired twice at the 
officer. 
As Loye brought his prisoner 
out several negroes, armed with all 
sorts of weapons, attem pted to rescue 
Hart. 
The policeman 
w as 
knocked 
down and kicked but he kept a Arm 
grip on his prisoner and floaty su c­ 
ceeded In warding off his assallanta 
By this tim e the w hites had been re­ 
inforced and the negroes fled. 
A shot 
fired from a negro tenement struck 
Mrs. Mary Donohue in the head. Inflict­ 
ing a ptfibably fatal wound. The police 
arrested Albert Middleton, who is sup­ 
posed to have fired the shot, and Ave 
other negroes. 
In spite of the presence of a large body 
of police reserves, desultory fighting 
between w hites and black continued 
until a sudden downpour of rain ended 
the hostilities.

Texas Woman * College Will Begin Work 


Monday, Oct. 2, 1005. 


Tho directors of the Texas Wo­ 
man’s College of Bryan are work­ 
ing out industriously the details 
of establishing this great enter­ 
prise, and definitely announce that 
the school will open for the initial 
term Monday, October 2, 1905. 
The faculty has been partially 
selected, and will embrace the best 
instructors in every department 
which it is possible to secure, and 
in order to get the best the salaries 
paid will be in keeping with the 
service 
demanded. 
The faculty 
will not be large the first year, but 
in efficiency it will be unexcelled. 
It is confidently believed that 
IOO girls will be enrolled as pupils 
this year, and that the school will 
have a marvelous growth from the 
beginning. 
Not only are the peo­ 
ple of Bryan immensely interested 
in it, but the country people also 
are rallying to its support. 
Dr. 
Butler, who held a meeting last 
week at Reliance church, received 
substantial donations from parties 
living in the oountry, and twelve 
pupils were pledged from that lo­ 
cality. 
Dr. Butler is holding a 
meeting at Edge this week, and 
expects to secure as many more 
students there. Dr. Butler will go 
over the county quite thoroughly 
between now and the time school 
begins, and expects to secure a 
large patronage both from Bryan 
and the country. 
Active work is also going on to 
secure outside patronage. 
In ad­ 
dition to what the non-resident 
directors and friends of the school 
are doing in various parts of the 
state, advertisements have been 
E 
laced in the state papers, and the 
oard has employed Misses Lucy 
and Jessie Johnson of this city 
who will this week begin an active 
canvass for pupils in the territory 
mapped out as the special field of 
this college. 
The board could not 
have secured two better represent­ 
atives. 
While the site for the school has 
not been selected, and the new 


buildings to be erected may not be 
ready for the opening of the school, 
suitable temporary buildings will 
be secured and occupied until the 
new ones are available. 
Plans for 
two of the buildings are now under 
consideration, and it is the pur­ 
pose of the board to push the mat­ 
ter as rapidly as possible with the 
view of having the buildings ready 
for occupancy after the holidays. 
No selection of a president for 
the college has yet been made, and 
from expressions from members of 
the board, it appears that the de­ 
sire is to have Dr. Butler assume 
the duties of president temporarily 
in order to give the board time to 
make a careful Belection in tilling 
this most important place.

tainly no man stands doser to the 
enterprise or is better qualified to 
assume the management than Dr. 
Butler. 
At the morning service at the 
First Baptist church Sunday the 
following strong resolutions were 
adopted, and, it will be noted, 
tender the church building for the 
temporary use of the school in 
case it is needed: 
Whereas, The educational rally 
held in Bryan June 27th and 28th 
and attended by 
representative 
Baptists from over the state recog­ 
nized a great need for a Protestant 
college for girls in this part of 
Texas, and formally decided that 
one must be and shall be estab­ 
lished; 
BJ it Resolved by the First Bap- 
list church of Bryan, 1st. That we 
pledge this great new enterprise 
our endorsement, sympathy and 
unstinted support. 
That in the 
birth of this girls’ college we feel 
that our church sustains the ten­ 
der relation of a mother. 
This 
school is born in and of this church 
and through the years of its future 
course we golmenly covenant be­ 
fore God and man to foster it and 
minister to it with prayerful and 
loving yearning, and 
we shall 
earnestly strive to build up a great 
woman’s college dedicated to the 
glory of God and the uplifting of 
the world. 
2nd. That we offer to the direct­ 
ors the temporary use of our phys­ 
ical property in case it may be 
needed.

KATY TO USE MOTOR CARS. 


Will Put Them On Between Sherman 
and Denison. 


Denison, Tex., July 8.—An inter­ 
urban motor car service between 
Denison and Sherman is now being 
considered by the Missouri, Kansas 
and Texas, and preliminary steps 
have already been taken. 
If suc­ 
cessful, the project is likely to be 
taken up all over North Texas and 
th* southern part of Indian Terri­ 
tory as a means of short distance 
traffic. 
In order to put the scheme 
for interurban service into effect 
on the branch line between Deni­ 
son and Sherman, tracks must be 
extended into both cities and fran­ 
chises secured. 
Efforts to get a 
franchise are already under way. 
At present there is plenty of ma­ 
terial on hand for this work, and 
rails can be had from the Cherokee 
division, as they are almost new 
and of the proper weight.

said negotiations are pending be­ 
tween the Missouri, Kansas and 
Texas and the promoters of the 
Sherman-Gainesville interurban to 
allow the former to use the new 
company’s tracks in Sherman.
